A COLLECTION OF 
BRITISH HISTORICAL MEDALS 


Part I 
George III to Queen Victoria 


The historical medals and medallions offered for sale in the following 306 lots 
comprise the second portion of the English medals from a private collection, and they 
cover the years 1760—1900. Medals of the early years, to the death of George II were 
sold in these Rooms on March 16th, this year, whilst European medals from the 
collection featured in our sale on June 28th. The choice has been selective rather than 
total, and the medals have been catalogued to cover a wide range of interests. The 
illustrations and the estimates, including a number of low priced lots, emphasise this 
random selection, which should feature enough items to keep all medal collectors 
happy. Future sales will offer further material. A number of the medals are from the 
English section of the James O’Byrne Collection, sold at Christie’s in July, 1962. Where 
medals are found with the original O’Byrne tickets, this provenance has been men- 
tioned, however to reconstruct a lot such as the 179 items described as, ‘“‘George III, a 
large collection of copper and base-metal medals commemorating events and person- 
ages of the reign, many interesting subjects”, is sadly impossible. 

Whilst preparing the lot descriptions we have tended to follow the admirable British 
Historical Medals, volumes I and II, and only in certain cases have we elaborated, thus 
keeping the catalogue un-cluttered with references. In his Preface to BHM Laurence 
Brown refers to “the very generous help given me by Mr. W. H. who lent me the whole 
of his vast collection of medals to form the basis of this work”’. It is no secret that the 
medals now offered are from this same collection, and many pieces in the sale feature in 
the book. Further pieces feature in my own Catalogue of British Commemorative 
Medals and Victorian Souvenir Medals. Again, it has not been possible to make a 
feature of those items selected for illustration in any publication, but this should not 
prove to be too hard a task for the collector. 

The collection was formed so that it represented as complete a medallic History as 
finances of the collector would permit. That he should have been able to achieve it so 
successfully is something that new generations of collectors will find hard to believe, and 
it is our happy position now to offer this further selection for sale.

Some time ago I made the enclosed sketch from the bust with a Camera Lucida. , 
perhaps it may be useful in the new Die you are going to engrave. I shall get the Die
